Tho British public is rarely interest- 
ed in Colonial debates^ portly because 
it is not pot-Bible to find umo for their 
duo cons dorailon^ partly boonaso the 
details are strange and tbo que8tio i of 
iooal momOQt only, But at intervals 
larger mea*nre» oumo before tbe Par- 
liamoniH^ot < or kindred boyond thu 
oooan ; "subj-cti aro iliscuHBod essen- 
tially impet tal in their bearing; wide; 
principles directly ttfTocblne tbo wbolo 
empire from tho bone of coutentiori 
between two rival parlies. Whan this 
unusual incident occurB the words spo- 
ken, tbe things done in the Colouies attract 
and we are anxious to not? the bearing olold 
Euglaod's children intnuse great Parliaroer,- 
lary coniett* which rcSomble cor own. We 
pique ouroolves ou the political sagaci'yol 
our race, and are proud t > note its t xistenoe 
among ibortatesmen who lead Colonialassem- 
blies. Sir John Mucdouald, the Canadian 
Ptemier, hue jutt furnished a striking ex- 
ample nt,t lor the first time, of lhat talent, 
lor solid lucid exposition arjd etxtstmanltke 
compreheuBiVBnenB ol views which demontt 
ratoetbu innate vigoroftbe i. s ttuiion we have 
paterit in eo mai « countries, uud their value 
as a meats of political eaucatioo. Apnri 
from the geuerul intureft called lonh by bis 
able Btatomont, lh«ie ib another Bpeuial to 
the oocitsioo. For it wus not only the duly 
ol Sir John to muvs tbo first reading ol a bill 
giving effect to ceitaiu clauses in iho Wash- 
ington Treaty, but to make good bis own 
conduct in a oomposit-i character — that of 
Cunadian Premier aDd English Commissioner 
Ue had to reouooile tbe demaDds ot the Do- 
minion with the mteretts of the Empire, to 
ti^ht tor local advantages and conform to an 
imperial lino of policy, to make ihe best 
bargain ho could for his own immediate 
countrymen, and yet bear a share io the labor 
of peace wb'ob it was the business of tho 
High Joint Commission to prelorm. Thai 
he accomplished bis lack with judgment and 
discretion is plain from the ample explana- 
tions he presented t') the Canadian House of 
Commons. Wo also know that be was 
suoce'Btul in obtaining the sanction of bis 
hearers to tbo measure proposed. And thus 
the country wa. eager to learn at the earlies 
moment what be bad snd, may be infuried 
from the fact that the whole of bis long 
rpeecb was at once telegraphed verbatim to 
tho Toronto Mail. Sir John spoke late on tbe 
3d May in Ottawa, the capital, threo buudred 
miles from Toronto. Between sunset and suo^ 
rise hio culiru speech, embracing twenty. two 
thousand words, was telegraphed to tbe Vail 
and nearly the whole was printed and on Ua» 
nadiau breakfast tnbiea the next morning. It 
will thus be seen that our backwoods cousins 
are worthy rivals in telegraphic enterprise, 
and that public lite is as active amongst them 
as it Is hero. 

Sir John Macdonald had to deal with three 
great topics — tbe fisheries, the international 
navigation of the water-ways, and the Fenian 
claims — all brought inder tbe notice of tbe 
Joint High Commission, and iuvolving the 
settlement of disputes ea£entul to the accom- 
plishment ot tbe great end sought by the 
Treaty. Indeed, the arrangement of ancient 
differences between the North American Colo- 
nies and th« United Slates was icarcly sooond 
in importance to the definite adjudication on 
the AUbema claims. The fisheries alone bare 
presented an ever-recurring series of trou- 
blesome diplomatic contests for nearly a cen- 
tury, Theso quarrels were born with the 
separation of the Thirteen Oolonies from the 
British Crown, and they have survived until 
this day, No doubt at the onset a rough so- 
lution was found, but the war of 1 812 revived 
tbem in full force, and diplomatic ingenuity 
was vainly taxed ro discover a satisfactory 
basis of agreement. In 1812 tho difficulties 
were evaded by common consent, and left as 
» burdensome legacy to posterity. As popula- 
tion and maritime enterprise increased, as the 
OolouieB acquired importance trom the growth 
of poliiio*! nciivity, both sides augumented 
their demands. The colonists claimed not 
only the exclosivo right, bused on old us -ge, 
to tish within three miles of their shore, but a 
monopoly ol all waters inolutled within lineB 
drawn from headland to headland. For a 
time Lord Elgin's Keoiprucity Treaty diaponed 
ol the quarrels; but the Ainoricons thought 
lit to put an end lo that compact, and henoe 
the troubles resumed their course. Two y»ars 
ago. they rose lo a height threatening inton. 
national pe»c-, and it was when the British 
Government made ovortures at Washington 
with the view ot closing su open wound that 
tbe American Cabinet soized the opportunity 
to revive negotiationa wnioh contemplated an 
end of the animosilies springing out ot the So- 
oessiou wni. Arid, after all, lOemode of exit 
Irom the perils croated by contested fi<iiery 
rights is that ouo which poinU Iho vv iy to 
other ngreemeats. Tho Truaty provides for re- 
ciprocity, opening the waters and markets of 
both countries to their respective citizens. So 
iar as lbs sanction ofCanad i, specially reserv- 
ed under the Trualy, extinguishes the prolong,- 
ed conflict, it is now pcacelully ended. Practi- 
cally the arrangement is a viotory for free 
trade. Somewhat to the surprise of tho ne; 
goiiators, it has b 'en heartily accepted by the 
maritime population; and the only obj-ctora 
aro tho men who fe«i their sentiments woundr 
ed whenever they have to surreuder any mo- 
nopoly. The navigation of tbe rivers and 
waters of Canada, accorded to the Americans, 
also gave rise to sentimonutl iios'ility; but 
since it will multiply transactions, oad facili- 
tate intercourse, the coucesaioti must ben. lit 
tbe concedors. Weabouldas soou think of 
abolishing tbe Throne ad of excluding foreign 
vessels from the Thames, the Mersey and Hie 
Clydo. The point, however, on whioh tho Ca- 
nadian opposition bud ihe best ground for 
complaint was the abandonment of the Fenian 
claims. The right to componcntlon for theso 
raids was manifest; hut it was held that the 
demands did not come wilbin tho rolerence 
and they wero withdrawn. Mr Gladstone frank- 
ly took the responsibility of that Btep upon 
himself, and at thu same lime ho offered the 
Dominion compensation in another shape. 
Subject to tbe sanction of Parliament he prof- 
fered a British guarantee lor a loan of two and 
a half millions, to bo expended in construct- 
ing a Pacilic Railway. With such a prospect 
before thorn, tho Canadians readily ucquiesced 
in Imperial policy at Washington; but it is 
plain thot they deeply feel ihe pain of boing 
unable to enforce demands growing out of a 
preventive outrngo 

If Canada Biotifio'ed a patriotic sentiment 
England net her tbe example by makiDg thst 
avowal of regret which Is now historical. 
Sir John Maodonald doi-s us the credit ol 
remarking that it was elm fly for the eako ol 
Canada that wn made tho Treaty et all. Ue 
acknowledges our good-vr-ll. ho repudiates 
tho absurd notion that England desires to 
be rid of her Colonies. He dwells on the 
enormous advantage uocruing to the North 
American Confederation from the opsn avow- 
al by England of her irt rmii in Canadian 
publio entojprises. No one can say, bo em- 
phatically remark*, that under oxlstittg oir- 
oumBtioots England haB "uny idea of separ- 
ating hersell Irom us." And he gois on lo 



fit 'he guarantee will oonlor. "It will pot a 
finish at once io all dreamers or speculators 
who may hope, or dream, or believe in the 
alienation or separation ot Ibe Colonies from 
tbo mother country." This is a more calcu- 
lable advantage than tbe guarantee of our fi- 
nancial B'abtiity — greut nrjd important as 
(bat is." But he goes still further, llo 
emerges from tbe purely local urenn, 
and stands upon imperial grouod. 
" When England makes ssonficea 
for os, and asks tint, for tbe good of the 
Empire, we, Englaoo'a first colony, should 
sacrifice! something, I s<y that we sootild bn 
BowOribj of our proud tuieitton if we won' 
oot prepared to doB>.'' Dwelling oo the 
oeni/ficent prom'st b tor the future implied 
io the adoption of urbit'a ton, he calls it "a 
greet advance In tbe tns'ory of inaoklod;" 
and "I should be sorry," ho exclaims, "a 
it wero recorded lhat it was stipped for a 
moment by a seJish considerotoo of Cana- 
dian in tercets.'' Tne loud applause whiob 
welcomed theso Inltr 1 sentiment* shows tbar 
tbe Premier spoke fur the people whose Fiist 
Minister he is; and as long bb tho spirit lo 
which ho gave expieesion prevails among our 
kio»mao and among onreelvsp, the task of 
solving 'he d'fiiouliies rnseparahls from Em- 
pire Mill ha lighloned. The special rela- 
tiota of England to North America, and 
through Noith Amerioa to the United St it B 
oraaie a Bitu-tion involving recognized dan- 
gers; and those will be overoorae only by 
sagacity whiob does not repel concessions, 
and that mutual good leeliog wbiaa luith- 
fully searches for a safe way out of seeming- 
ly impenetrable obstacles. By and nye we 
may disoover effective methods ot drawing 
tbe Colonies more oloBely to the Imperial 
centre wit out disturbing tbe inptemaoy of 
tbo Crown or lieochiog on local indepen- 
dence; and it may bo that next oontury will 
bobold a grand end secure allianea of all 
English-speaking peoplts.
